COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., Dec. 5.—Miss 
Gessie Fitch was informed teday by the 
American Express Co., which has been 
assisting in the search for her brother 
through its English representatives, that 
its inquiries had developed absolutely no 
clew. Effort is being made to prosécute 
the inquiry on the hospitals of Lendon 
by means of personal letters to a num- 
ber of physicians whose work might 
bring them in contact with the missing 
man. This is done at the suggestion of 
médical friends of the sister, who point 
out that it is possible for a patient to 
remain unconscious for.as long as nine 
weeks, and that it is by no means im- 
possible that Mr. Fitch may be lying at 
one of the very hospitals at which in- 
quiry has already been made through 
official sources.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—The hara- 
working G@stillers of the United States 
furnished the couritry last year the ma- 
terial for 2,429,568,600 complete and 
glorious jags. Eyery resident of this 


fine country who got his share secured 
the makings of 28 full-fledged .drunks. 
The. spirité produced for the year were 
sufficient to» keep all the men, women, 
boys and girls of St. Louis dead to the 
world for five months. 

This concrete illustration of the fact 
that the United: States is still in the 
booze business is secured by simple 
mathematical ealculation from the new- 
ly appearing report of the Cemmis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. The report 
shows that 121,478,483 gallons of spirits 
were made during the Government's fis- 
cal year. 

The gentlem@n’s drink at the bar is 
one and one-half ounce’. But not all 
persons at the bar are gentlemen, and 
so the average drink must be calcu- 
lated ‘a little higher. The number of 
drinks required to intoxicate varies 
greatly with;the subject. On the aver- 
age probably five ounces will do the 
business. 

But here again there is ground for 
difference of opinion. The case-hard- 
ened tank will tell you that he can 
drink a pint. And so it is safer to al- 
low six ounces, on an average, to pro- 
duce intoxication. The way the Gov- 
ernment measures, there are 32 ounces 
to each quart. But when you Buy a 
quart at some places it is the equivalent 
of only 3% ounces. For this reason, and 
to allow a\further element of safety for 
topers, not more than five complete jags 
should be allowed for each quart. 

This is, of course, 20 jags per gallon, 
and 2,429,568,660 for the complete output 
of the country during the last fiscal 
year. 

Six Ounces Per Hour. 

Now, if this river of booze were all 
turned to.a city of 100,000 inhabitants it 
would give each person the material for 
24,295 druhks. It would be exceedingly 
conservative to estimate that each jag 
would be good for an hour, that basis 
obligating each person to drink af 
ounces per hour. On that basis Uncle 
Sam's yearly supply would.hold out more

This statement of the booze situation 
in the United States shows that the pro- 
hibition, local option and anti-saloon 
league people still have something to do. 
They have secured much delight from 
preliminary figures showing that the 
manufacture of distHled spirits within 
this country has been reduced a little 
more than 14,500,000 gallons from the rec- 
ord ef the previous year. 

This is a reduction of a little more 
than 10 per cent. Persons in the Treas- 
ury Department; who have some basis 
for an estimate, think that fully 60 per 
cent of this reduction i¢ gue to t&e pro- 
hibition movement. It may run a little 
higher than that. But two other causes 
have conspired to reduce production— 
hard times and the high price of corn. 


Redaction ta Stay. 

But this reduction, quite a proportion 
of ‘which is apparently here to stay, 
means a heavy cut in Uncle Sam’s reve- 
nues at just the time when he = can 
stand it with least equanimity. The 
tax.on spirits normally constitutes about 
one-sixth of the total income of the 
Government, and the cut last year in 
this important source of revenue was 
$16,178,084. This amount is equivalent to 
just about half the deficit which Uncle 
Sam has already. run up since July 1. 

With a growing deficit and with an 
overhauling of the tariff schedules go- 
ing on, Congress finds itself obliged to 
look wild for the money. ‘f the people 
enter upon a growing policy which in- 
volves refusal hereafter to. pay the tre- 
mendous tax upon spirits, the nationa! 
Megisiators must provide the revenue 
from other sources.

Caused International Episode 
by Reciting “Hoch der 
Kaiser” Poem. 





Rear Admiral Joseph Bullock Cogh- 
lan, U. S. Navy, retired, for nearly a 
half century a prominent figure in the 
American Navy, died suddenly yester- 
day in New Rochelle, N.. Y. 

Coghian was a _ Belleville boy and 


knew him and his family well. He Was 
one of several men who grew up in 

Belleville and wrote their names large 
on the affairs of their day. 

Born in Kentucky, Coghlan was. taken 
to Belleville as a baby one year old py 
his parents, Cornelius and Lavinia 
Foulke ‘ Coghlan.e The father and 
mother both died in the cholera’ epi- 
demic of 184$ and the orphan who wus 
to distinguish himself.in later years 
was left to the care of'an uncle, Phillip 
B. Foulke, in Belleville. 

Lived on 2 Farm. 

The future sea fighter lived in the 
home of a farmer near Belleville, and 
then was appointed to the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis by his uncle; who 
was in Congress. He spent three years 
at the academy and entered the navy as 
ensign. 

in the early seventies he resigned 
from the navy and studied law in the 
office of J. C. Lodge in St. Louis. It 
Was his intention to enter ‘the practice 
as an associate of his relatives, Charles 
P. dnd John D. Johnson, but after a} 
year he refurned to his first: love, the 
$¢a, resuming his rank in the navy. 
Many of his relatives fought on the 
Confederate side during the Civil ‘War, 
but he fqught for the Union. Two 
‘brothers went West years ago and af- 
terwards distinguished themselves, one 
becoming a Judge, the other a é§ Con- 
gressman. A third brother, Philip F. 
Coghtsn, is connected with’ the Post- 
Divpatch. 

Shortly after his recitation of the 
“Hioch der Kaiser’’ poem at the Union 
League Club in New York the Admiral 
visited St. Leuis. He made a speech at 
the. Merchants’ Exchange, but declined 
to recite the poem. He was the object 
of many distinguished attentions while 
in this city. 

The death of the veteran aot fighter 
was unexpected. With Mrs. Coghlan 
the rear admiral was living at. the 
home of Charles Chamberlain, a form- 
er New York’*newspaper man, in Sut- 
ton Manor, the-—residence section of 
New Rochelle, while waiting for his 
new home in-“that city to be made 
ready fer his eccupancy. 

The rear admiral was seen about the 
streets of New Rechelle Friday, and 
appeared te be as well as usual. He 
had been in indifferent health for seme 
time. 

Widow Is Prostrated. 

The admiral]’s iliness toek a serious 
turn soon after midnight. His physi- 
cian, Dr. C. C. Guion, was’ sent for. 
Despite all efforts to revive him, Ad- 
miral Ceghlan sank rapidly, and at 
9:15 e’cleck he passed away. Although 
the admiral’s cenditien was well known 
te his wife, she had no suspicion that 
the. end was se near, and she is pros- 
trated by his sudden death. 

Dispatches from New Rochelle, N. Y.. 
say that arrangemeits for Admiral 
Ceghlan’s funeral have practically been 
made. It was decjded that military 
funeral should be held in Washington 
Wednesday with! interment in Arlington 
Cemetery. 

The body of Admiral Coghlan, attired 
in full uniform, will be taken from New 
Rochelle on Tuesday night in a special 
car. 

Mrs. Coghlan will accompany it and 
Col. Robert Thompson, acting for the 
War Department, will egcort her to 
Washington. Six members of the Loyel 
Legion will escort the body 4s. pall- 
bearers. 

Rear Admiral Coghlan did many 
things te keep him in the lime light. 
Ne ‘officer was regarded as more ab 
or more fearless than he, but the feat 
which made him more fameus ev°n 
than his splendid work at the battle of 
Manila Bay, was the recitation of the 
poem, “Hoch der Kaiser,” at a ban- 
quet tendered to him at the Union 
League Club, in. this city, upon his re- 
turn from the Philippines in 1899.

Was on Her Way for Christ- 
mas Visit to Husband 
in Chili. 





Mrs. Minnie Strothotte, at her home 
at 4801 North Grand avenue, yesterday 
for the first time told of her experiences 
incident to the sinking of the’ steamer 
Finance, on which she was @ passenger, 
off-Sandy Hook Thanksgiving morning. 
She has just returned to St. Louis with 
pher son, Carlos, 7 years old, who was 
also on the steamer, and is still under 
the care of.a physician. She jumped 
into the sea and, besides a. nervous 
shock, she contracted a severe cold, 

August Strothotte, her husband, has 
a contract with the St. Louis Car Co. 
to remain in Valparaiso, Chile, 10 years 
as its representative and she and her 
son were on the way to join him there. 
The steamer Finance, upon which they 
took passage, had been compelled to 
anchor four days off Sandy Hook on 
account of fog. An hour after it weighed 
anchor: it was rammed by a freighter, 
the steamer Georgic, and sank in a few 
minutes. Six passengers were drowned. 
Twenty-three others were saved by the 
crew of the Georgic, 

Mrs. Strothotte said the steamer sank 
so rapidly that some of the passengers 
jumped into the sea before putting on 
life preservers, She told of how her 
fear that her son had been lost was 
turned to joy through meeting him on 
the deck of the Georgic a half hour 
later. 

, Water in Statercom; — 

‘Tt was 7:30 o’clock when the collision 
occurred,” said Mrs. Strothotte. “My 
son had started to dress, bit I was 
still in bed. I thought a steam: pipe 
had burst, and opened my stateroom 
door to look out. As I did so an av- 
alanche of water came pouring into the 
stateroom. I hurriedly put ‘on a coat, 
and picking up my child, ran to the 
rear of the ship, where the other pas- 
sengers and crew were assembling. The 
crew had ho time to get the life boats 
ready, and one after the ether was 
jumping into’ the Sea. 

“<resently my son and £ Were abait. 
the only ones left on the ship. I hesi« 
tated about jumping into the water, but 
pretty soon Mr. I. J. Reames of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., came to me with a life pre- 
server. He put it. on me, and while 
this was being done I dropped.my satch- 
el containing $1000 worth of jewelry and 
$180 in bills. It rolled into the water on 
the deck and my little boy, seeing what 
had happened, said he would get it. 
‘There's a gold. watch in there: for 
papa’s Christmas!’ he: exclaimed, as he 
dived aft®t® the ‘satchel. 


Disappeared. 
"Then the gn tt gave a lunge forward 


and my boy disappeared: We thought 
he had: fallen overboard and was 
drowned. We saw nothing of him and 
I was frantic. I did not want to leave 
but Mr. Reames said I had ‘better try 
to save myself. So I jumped into the 
water with him and we managed to 
reach a raft which floated near. We 
clung to the raft until we were picked 
up by a lifeboat. We were in the wa- 
ter 10 minutes. 

“After being taken on the Georgic, 
the first thing I did was to look for 
Carlos. No one had geen him and I 
had given him up as lost when he 
caught sight of me and came running 
with the satchel fastened about his 
neck. A sailor had jumped with him 
from the sinking vessel and swam with 
him to a lifeboat.”

FEELING IS ‘ BITTER 


San Francisco Rent by Heney’s 
Graft War Without 
Quarter. 


Specie; iy the Post-Nispateh. * 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.—Down at 


Miramer, in Southern California, As- 
sistant District Attorney Francis J. He. 
ney, “the graft prosecutor,” who was 
shot by Morr's Haas, a saloonkeeper, 
on Nov. 14, is rapidly recovering his 
health and strength and announces in 
response to all inquiries that he will be 
back in San Francisco in time to make 
an address to the jury that is finally 
to determine the fate of Abe Ruef, the 
“Little Boss,”” who has been the main 
target at which Heney has shot his 
bolts. 

“I'll get back there and address that 
jury if I have to be carried into court 
on a stretcher,” says Heney. 

His repeated declarations to that ef- 
fect, coupled with the tense feeling that 
has been aroused by the attempt to as- 
sassinate him, and the subsequent sul- 
Cide of Haas, who made the attempt, 
have further inflamed San Francisco. 

Added to all came the death by 
drowning of Chief of Poljce Biggy on 
Nov. 30. No one believes that Biggy was 
accidentally drowned. The belief is gen- 
era] that he committed suicide because 
of the criticism heaped upon him after 
Haas killed himself. 

Bigsgy Reuf’s Guard. 

Biggy had charge of Ruef when the 
boss was arrested for extortion and 
blackmail. Biggy did his duty faithful- 
ly and Ruef was guarded religiously. 
For that Biggy got much praise from 
the reformers and much covert criticism 
from the Ruef followers, 

But charges were made that Biggy 
was incompetent to act ag Chief of Po- 
lice, and when Haas, Heney’s assailant, 
committed suicide in prison the storm 
broke about Biggy’s head. Why did he 
not guard Haas more closely? Why was 
Haas given the means to commit sul- 
cide? Was it incompetency or design? 

Biggy found these criticisms unbeara- 
bie. He worried and talked to fnmends 
about the matter. He maintained that 
he was in no wise responsible for Haas’ 
death—that a suicide might have oc- 
curred under any Chief of Police. 

So when he disappeared from the po- 
lice boat patrol as it was crossing the 
bay from Belvidere on the night of 
Nov. 30 it was taken for granted, and 
is yet, that he killed himself. 

City Split tn Factions. 

San Francisco is divided into factions 
over the graft prosecutions and the trag- 
edies that have accompanied them, and 
the Biggy death has only succeeded in 
drawing the lines more taut. 

The bitterness of the factionists en- 
ters the clubs, the home, the schools. 
It divides business associates and fam- 
ilies. It is so intense that fist fights 
are not at all rare and former friends 
have changed into tense enemies. 

The newspapers have helped the fac- 
tional troubles. For weeks and months 
Mr. Hearst's Examiner has been mak- 
ing attacks on Heney. On the day 
that Haas shot the prosecutor a spe- 
celal guard was hired to prevent, and, 
if necessary, repulse an expected attack 
on the Examiner’s office. 

The Chronicle and the Afgonaut 
(weekly) have taken sides with the Ex- 
aminer in opposing the graft prosecu- 
tion. ‘ 

On the other hand, the Call, owned 
by the Spreckles interests, and the Bul- 
letin, an evening paper, have been on 
the Heney side and against the grafters. 
Cartoons Stirred Bitterness. 

Bitter personal cartoons have been 
used on either side and these have 
served to stir up more feeling dally un- 
til San Francisco, right after the He- 
ney shooting and the Haas suicide, be- 
came a seething furnace.

Since Heney began to ferret out the 
grafters here wounds have been left 
and those wounds will not heal. There 
has been a@ trail of sorrow and blood: 
the grafters have fought and threatened 
and organized. 

Heney Augered Good: Men, 

Many supposedly good citizens whose 
business associates and friends were 
caught in the dragnet that the relent- 
less Heney threw out have managed 
to feel themselves aggrieved because of 
his energy and persistence. 

The overlord of the city—Ruef—has 
been indicted, jailed, tried, convicted and 
is now awaiting a new trial.

It nade too much of a 
business.out of what was once innocent 
enjoyment; and it opened up ways of 
chicanery that not all the disinterested 
watchfulness of track owners and of- 
ficials ‘could offset. 

And yet horse racing is a great sport 
and its existence was responsible for 
many legitimate industries which are 
now being wiped out. The army of the 
unemployed is being increased and the 
value of property diminished by hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. Now the 
Pacific Coast, the last stand of the race 
followers, virtually, is.going to abolish 
the game. With that gone the few re- 
maining centers will succumb and ra- 
cing will be a thing of the past, as an 
enterprise at least. 

No Chance to Revive. 

ND it is all but useless to hope that 
any legislation looking to restore 
the game can be put through 

anywhere. The country legislators do 
not view that sport with favor, and as 
they are in the majority they will keep 
it forever in the committee room. 

Perhaps if a jockey club is-organized 
of horse owners alone, and conducts 
meetings in which a limited membership 
of ewners alone can enter horses to 
compete in the races on the programes, 
the game may gain a hearing. 

But at present it appears that any at- 
tempt to restore the game under any 
auspices would fail. Certainly Missouri,

Selection of a ‘shake Service 
Body-Decided to Be Within 
| His Power. 


AMBITION OF OFFICE 


,| Wells Said to Have Been 
Waiting for Chance to 
Regulate Utilities. 


‘Mayor Wells may realize his ambition 


to establish a public service commission |} 


as the cap sheaf of his official achieve- 
ments. 

The Supreme Court's decision, quoted 
by City Counselor Bates as a barrier to 
the Municipal Assembly’s appointment 
of commissioners, appears to give the 
Mayor the opportunity which his friends 
declare he has been awaiting since the 
Cooper law became operative in August, 
1907. 

While the Supreme Court’s dictum 
that the legislative department of the 
government cannot appoint officials in 
the executive or administrative oranch, 
is not regarded as vetoing regulation of 
public utilities by the Assembly itself, 
it makes it clear that the work cannot 
be undertaken by any commission of 
outsiders not selected by the Mayor. 

It is already contended that, under au- 
thority of the Cooper act, the Municipal 
Assembly may, through! a committee 
of its own. members, investigate and aft- 
erward regulate the rates and service 
charged and performed by local. utili- 
ties, just as a joint committee of the 
House and Council determined the lo- 
cation of the Free Bridge. 

Right to Appoint. 

This contention is not admitted by 
City Counselor Bates and his associates, 
who censidered that question of the As- 
sembly’s powers before advising the 
House of Delegates that only the May- 
or has the right ‘to select public service 
commissioners. 

In any event, members of the Law 
Department say, the extent 8f the As- 
sembly’s powers in establishing a com- 
mission would require judicial interpre- 
tation; while there ts no doubt of the 
Mayor’s authority to do so. 

The whole subject will be discussed 
by City Counselor Bates when the 
joint committee of Councilmen and 
Delegates begins its labors to frame a 
mew bili next week. The bill now in 
the House of Delegates contemplates a 
commission of five, three to be named 
by the Council and two by the House. 
It will remain in a pigeonhole until the 
scope of the Assembly’s authority has 
been defined. 

Friends of Mayor Wells are openly 
pleased with the turn of events in con- 
nection with the utilities bill. They 
declare that the Mayor has suffered 
from twe general misapprehensions— 
first that he has been hostile to a pub- 
lic service commission, and, -secondly, 
that he would, if the opportunity came, 
select appointees in sympathy with the 
public utility corporations. 

Not Indifferent. 

Close friends of the Mayor have al- 
ways hotly denied his indifference or 
hostility to regulation. They say the 
only basis for the bellef was his as- 
sertion that he would not consent to 
share the appointive power with the 
House of Delegates. 

That Mayor Wells would have gone a 
long road to popularize the commission 
is evidenced, his friends declare, by his 
readiness to name mien who have no 
connection, either by ownership or em- 
ployment, with any of the big utilities 
concerns, 


As indicating the character of men 
he would choose, Mayor Wells several 
months ago mentioned the names of 
the Rev. Dr. W. C. Bitting, Prof. Tre- 
lease of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
far Dr. William Preston Hill, Wil- 

am Marion Reedy and. Prof. John 

Van Ornum of Washington Univers- 
ity Ath an expert to obtain the 
technical information to guide them, 
Mayor Wells said he believed that 
their récommendations to the Assem- 
bly would be beyond criticism. 

Lower Charges. 

Mayor Wells still indulges the hope 
that the Assembly will leave to him 
the seiection of a Public Service Com- 
Ynission. “It is his desire to bring 
about a kind of regulation, his friends 
say, that will be beneficial to consum- 
ers by lowering charges and improv- 
ing service, and at the same e ad- 
van us to the corporations them- 
selvés by minimizing pub! antag- 
onism and removing the incentive, of 
“sand baggers” whose purpose is not 
to refarm., but to boodle. 

It is thought that the Couricil will 
agree to a cummission named by the 
Mayor, but the Hoube is no more like- 
ly to accept the City Counselor’s ad- 
vice in th “ than it has been in any 
other legislative matter.

Against Disease. 

There will be on sale in St. Louis 
during ‘the few weeks preceding 
Christmas, as well as in every other 
State, a small stamp which may be 
used as a aticker for envelopes and 
wrappings which g0 through the 
maiis. The purchase of thése stamps 
will help in weeding out tuberculosis 
in the United States. 

The rapid spread of tuberculosis in 
the last few yéars has resulted in 
the organization of societies in. near- 
ly every> State to combat it. There 
has been a lack ‘of funds to .carry on 
thé work, and an effort was made to 
induce the Government to adopt a 
plan started in Denmark a: few 
years ago, by which the Goyérn- 
ment issued stamps to be used as 
stickers. Under the postal laws, 
however, the Government is unable 
to do 80. - 

The Red Groas then took up the 

plan and last year such stamps were 
sold in Delaware and Pennsylvania. 
It was a success and this year the 
stamps will be on sale in every 
State. The money received from 
them fn each State will go toward 
tuberculosis work in that State. 
The stamps will be sold at the Tu- 
berculosis Society, 625 Locust street, 
and by loca] dealers tn books, nine 
for 10 cents, 24 for 25 cents and 48 
for 60 cents. 

The stamps will not be good for 
postage, but may be placed on any 
kind of mail. Their use will arouse 
interest in the fight on disease. 

Statistics show that in. St. Louis in 
the last 10 years 11,865 died from tu- 
berculosis, and it ts estimated there 
are now more than 6000 cases in the

Organist Tries to Soothe by 
Playing “What Can the: 
Matter Be?” | 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—The gulf ‘between 
the suffragists and suffragettes, the lat- 
ter being the ferm generally used to 
describe the miiltant section of women 
agitators who beliéve in street riots and 
attacks on Cabinet Ministers as the 
quickest means of attaining the ballot 
for their sex, was further widened this 
afternoon through a fierce demonstration 
indulged in by the suffragettes at Albert 
Hall against David: Lioyd-George, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. 

The Chancellor was addressing a suf- 


frage meeting under uspices of the 
Women’s Liberal A ia He had 
hardly got beyond announcing tirat he 


was present to make known the Gov- 
ernment's intention regarding the prob- 
lem of woman éuffrage, when & great 
uproar broke out.. ‘Strident voices from 
all parts of the hall shrieked: “We 
want deeds, not words.” 

The stewards of the. hall, and there 
were 350 on hand to deal with the an- 
ticipated disturbance, at once moved 
down the aisle toward the women who 
had interrupted the speaker, to eject 
them. They found the women chained 
to their seats. There then began 4 
confused struggle, but finally the chains 
were cut and the suffragettes expelled. 

Women Armed With Whips. 

But the numbers of the disorderly 
seemed to increase rather than diminish. 
Some of the wetren were armed with 
whips, and they repelled vigorously ev- 
ery attempt to eject them. There were 
fierce tussles every few moments in dif- 
ferent parts of the hall and every time 
Mr. Lioyd-George made an attempt to 
speak, his v was drowned by min- 
gied groans and cheers. Finally the 





Chancellor, who for a quarter of an 
hour had been trying to get In a word, 
sat down. and the organist tried to 
soothe the hysterical sisterhood by play- 
ing “What Can the Matter! Be?’’ But it 
was of no use, and pandemonium con- 
tinued to reign. 

The upfoar was at its height when a 
dozen. guffragettes, who “recently had 
beén released from -prison, divested 
themselves of their outer Wraps and ap- 


peared in their Jail garments. These! 


clothes were 
broad arrows. 
Megaphones and Bells in Use. 

This exhibition acted on the sister- 
hood like a red rag on a bull. \. Mega- 
phones and bells were brought into use 
and the noise became deafening. The 
stewards at length lost their tempers 
and as they continued their work of 
throwing out the demonstrants, the 
clothes of many of the women were torn 
off their backs. 

At the end of half an hour er more 
the opposition vecame worn oit, and 
Mr. Lioyd-George was able to continue 
his. speech with only occasional-inter- 
ruption, He assured his audience, 
which totalled fully 8000 people, that 
there was ‘a majority in the Cabinet, 
and the Liberal party in favor of woman 
Suffrage, and that a suffrage clayse 
would be included in the government's 
franchise \bill} which, however could not 
‘be introduted until the eve of the disso- 
lution’ of Parliament. ‘The Chancéllor 
added that the time of dissolution had 
not yet arrived, though the end ef. this 
Parliament was not so distant as some 
people thought. The Liberals. however, 
still had several accounts to settle, and 
they would’ demonstrate ite thé House 
of Lords: that the House of Commons 
Was not so important as was imagined.

KANSAS CITY'S 
BIG CONSUMERS 
GAS CUT O 


ee 
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KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 5.—The 
Kansas City Gas Company announced 


today that it had sent letters to eight 
consumers who suse more than 200,060 
feet of gas a month. 

These large consumers have the bene- 
fit of a special rate, but the contract 
gives the gas company the option of 
cutting off the supply -in case of a 
shortage. Some of these consumers use 
pearly 1,000,000 feet of gas a month. The 
users whose consumption is greater 
than 1,000,000 feet a month were cut off 
the first of the season. 

With today’s announcement the peo- 
ple of Kansas City finally recognized 
that the: gas company had given up 
‘hope of being able to supply the dr- 
mand for natural gas, despite the fact 
that it was believed that the experience 
of last winter had caused all emer- 
gencies to be anticipated. 

Since last winter, when natural gas 
Was installed, Kansas City has suffered 
from cold every day that the mercury 
has been 15 degrees above zero. 

In the south section of the city, where 
the pipes come in from the natural gas 
fields in Kansas, the pressure is bet- 
ter, but even in these homes there is 
difficulty in obtaining heat, while in 
the great northeast section, where tho.- 
sands of families are dependent on the 
gas for heat, light and cooking pur- 
poses, it has been impossible during the 
morning and during cooking hours to 
even light the fires in the furnaces. 

People Have Extra Expensc. 

This situation is extremely bad be- 
cause all houses have installed natural 
gas fixtures and furnace bumers at a 
cost of from $3 to $0. With the nat- 
ural burners in, it is impossible to 
burn coal without changing again at 
great expense.

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N WESTERN MISSOURI there has now beeh 
found a settlement of Low Germans whose 
appearance, dress, speech, manners, houses 

and ways of living are so much like those of the 
land from which their forefathers came that a 
traveler from Hanover, or Westphalia, or Lippe 
Detmold who would visit this place in and around 
‘Concordia might well imagine himself back among 
the ancient customs of his own country in Europe. 


It is exactly like a bit of old Hanover picked 
up and dropped down in modern Missouri. There 
are a thousand person in the settlement. They are 
the desecendants of Low Germans who came to 
this country 70 years ago. The remarkable thing 
is that they have preserved unchanged al] the 
dialect, the picturesque garb and the quaint cus- 
toms of the old country and stil] follow those cus- 
toms. ¢ 

One of the most peculiar of these customs is 
that of the wedding ceremony:. When a young 
conple becomes engaged and the wedding day is 
set, the brother of the groom-to-be, or if he has 
no brother, then. the mext nearest male relative, 
dresses himself in his best clothes, studs his hat- 
band with coins and paper money,. winds rib- 
bons around his neck and hat and waist and 
adorns himself with a gay-colored sash. - Then 
he selects the best horse he can find and bedecks 
it with ribbons that stream in the wind. Thus 
equipped and adorned he rides as fast as he can 
from house to house, the ribbons streaming yards 
behind. 

As he approaches a house he fires off a pistol 
to warn them that he is coming. He dismounts. 
shouting as he does so, enters and recites a short 
poem written for the occasion, which bids them 
come to the wedding. Then he mounts his horse, 
shouting and shooting his pistol, and gallops on 
to the house of the next guest. 

This man is called the “Hochzeltsbitter” 
“Brautbitter.” : 

The wedding ie at the church. After the cere- 
mony the bride and groom, she dressed in gay 
colors, with a tall’head dress of intertwined flow- 
Soleo he dressed soberly in black, with a queer 
8 coat, afe placed in a wagon that is literally 
covered with flowers. Tlien the procession starts 
for the home of the

As the procession moves along it encounters a 
chain stretched across the road by the small boys, 
and this is not removed un.il the groom throws 
to the ground a handful of money. 

When the procession reaches the home of the 
groom it stops. The “Brantbitter,” still bedecked 
in gay-colored ribbons and a sash studded with 
medals and coins, and astride of ‘his horse, that 
is also decorated with flowers and ribbons, halts 
at the head, in front of the wagon and waits 
there. He carries a bottle of wine. 

The groom.then alights, unassisted, from the 
flower-decked wagon and places a short ladder 
against it and calls to his bride to alight. H 
holds out his hands to receive her as she steps 
upon the rungs of the ladder. This is meant as 
a symbol of her welcome to her new home. 

The bride wears on her head a wonderful crowa- 
shaped hat made of blossoms closely set togeih- 
er.. From ‘each side of it, covering her ears, de- 
pends a long streamer of ribbon with ‘curious de- 
sigiis embroidered on {ft Similar embroidered 
ribbons of silk hang from her waist and her sleeves 
aré wrapped around with silk with the same rich 
emibroidery. 

The bridemaids, large and small, of which there 
are often as many as twenty, the number depend- 
ing on the wealth and popularity-of the couple, 
are dressed as fantastically as the bride. The 
young women wear the same kind of head dress 
of flowers as the bride and embroidered ribbons 
hanging from their waists, and’ they have: broad 
ruffles around their necks. | 

The older bridemaids, who are the matrons of 
the community, are dressed in more somber col- 
ors.

S MRS. GUNNESS alive, and if so is she somewhere in the South- 
west? This queséjion, which people have been asking all through 
the seven months since this woman of mystery disappeared, has 

become more pertinent since the |eginning of the trial in Laporte, Ind. 
Three witnesses of undoubted good repute have sworn positively 
at the trial that they saw Mrs. Gunness peering and prodding amid

Two other witnesses have sworn that while the house was burn- 
‘ing they saw an automobile with a woman, darkly wrapped and with 
muffled face, leaving the flaming house. 

A woman who bore a marked resemblance to this modern  blue- 
beard passed through St. Louis on a train bound for the Southwest 
shortly after her disappearance from Laporte. 

In a small town in Texas a woman who looked like Mrs. Gunness 
was seen, but she disappeared before the belief that it was she had 
crystallized into a sentiment strong enough to cause her detention. 

A woman thought to have been Mrs. Gunness was reported in St. 
Louis more than once, and in other places of the Southwest persons

As one scene succeeds another the 
audience sit spellbound.

“Then actors and actresses were 
drilled in the parts and rehearsed un- 
til they were perfect. A mistake on 
the part of one of the actors per- 
forming before the lens of the moving 
picture camera might spoil a mile of 
ilm. 

“Finally, the playlet was acted )e- 
fore the camera, and the long string 
of photographs reproduced on films 
for distribution throughout the civ- 
ilized world.” 

The popularity of the Gunness story 





is shown by the fact that Joseph 
Maxson, once an employe of Mrs. 
Gunness and an eyewitness of the fire 
in which the authorities claim the 
murderess perished,. has. recently 
been lecturing throughout Central Ia- 
diana on “The Great Gunness Mys- 
tery,” with large financial profit to 
himself. _In country schoolhouses, at 
fairs and in the cities he“ has been 
describing to thrilled audiences the 
character of the fiendish woman as 
she appeared to one who knew her 
closely, and the conflagration which 
destroyed her “murder fence.” He 
is said to have reaped a harvest. 


IF THE PICTURES WERE REAL. 


' The moving pictures -of persons 
playing the parts of Mrs. Gunness and 
Lamphere are thrilling, it is true, 
but imagine how the portrayal of the 
actual scenes in the Gunness house of 
murder and mystery would stir the 
feelings if they could be reprodyced! 

Lamphere, the hired man at the 
Gunness home, told that the night 
Helgelein was murdered he was 
watching through an auger hole he 
had secretly bored in the door casing 
of his room. 

But suppose it had been the eye of 
a photographic apparatus instead of 
the eye of Lamphere that was applied 
to the secret auger hole that night of 
untold horrors, and suppose that all 
the scenes enacted behind that locted 
and barred door had been faithfully 
recorded on the sensitive film and 
that it, the actual reproduction of the 
very crime itself, instead of a mimic 
reproduction, should be thrown. en- 
larged to life size, upon the canvas 
screen! 

It is more than likely that the ter- 
ror of it would shock the soul of even 
the most morbid. But it would be an 
interesting study for the psychologist 
and the criminologist. 

No actual photograph has ever been 
taken of ‘a murderer in the very act of 
his crime. Those expressions of pas- 
sion have never been caught and pre- 
served by the camera. And so, after 
all, perhaps our ideals of them are 
wrong, and ii may be that no artist 
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¥ ever reproduced the rea] horror 
of it. . 

And so, as a contribution to science 
and art,.the moving pictures of actual 
scenes in the Gunness home would be 
of great value could they have been 
taken. 

One can only imagine the look won 
the face of this arch murderess as 
with sleeves rolled to the elbows, a 
rough apron protecting her dress 
from blood stains, a knife clutched in 
her hand, she bent over her victim 
and after he was dead, dragged the 
body to the secret chamber to dis- 
member it. ' 

Lamphere has only hinted to inti- 
mate friends what he saw. He has 
never openly told of it. When asked 
about it he bowed his head, covered 
his face with his hands and his whole 
body shook as with an ague. 

“T daren’t think of it,” he is re- 
ported to have said. 

The photograph of the face Sf Mrs. 
.unness, taken some months before 
her house went up In smoke and she 
disappeared in a cloud of mystery, 
shows possibilities of unspeakable 
cruelty. The eyes are forbidding and 
repellant, the mouth 's sensuous and 
hard and fhe whole expressfon of the 
face is savage, inhuman and merci- 
less. How those characteristics migat 
be exaggerated and emphasized under 
the inflaming emotions of the lust for 
blood can only be conjectured.

It was this that induced the Ridge- 
lys to leave the brilliant social at- 
mosphere of Washington and come 
West. In Washington, they say, it 
would require $25,000 a year to in- 
duce a man to leave there and live in 
Kansas City. That is all right enough 
as a Washington point of view. But 
when Kansas City pays $25,000 a 
year for the supposed valuable serv- 
“ices of a banker it does not want his 
banking accompanied by efforts to 
raise the town to the social brillianry 
Nor does St. Louis 
or any other city desire to thus con- 
fuse social with commercial affairs. 
If we in the West want to be elevated
